Firefighters' Union may seek charges against county 


The possibility that the AFL-CIO 
Firefighters’ Union may press to have 
the district attorney file civil or criminal 
charges against the county administra­ 
tion - as a result of futile and protracted 
contract negotiations — arose Monday. 
Union President Michael Bennett sat 
down with District Attorney Stanley 
Roden to discuss possible county viola­ 
tions under the state’s Brown Act, it was 


learned. 
Bennett was unavailable immediately 
after the meeting for comment, but 
Roden declared that the union official 
stopped short of asking that charges be 
filed against the county supervisors. 
Bennett, it was understood, is now due 
to confer with union counsel before tak­ 
ing any further steps. 
It was learned that Bennett went to 


Roden to discuss the issue on the grounds 
that the county supervisors may have 
violated the state law by embarking on 
“unilateral” actions against the union 
— including lengthening their work week 
and taking certain decisions behind 
closed doors at executive sessions. 
Any new union action to back up 
alleged Brown Act violations by the 
county would buttress its previously filed 


64-million damage suit against the super­ 
visors and others. This action was filed 
last week. 
A court hearing on an order for the 
supervisors to show cause why negotia­ 
tions for a new union contract shouldn’t 
start up again is tentatively set for Jan. 
12. 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce Dodds, 
who has represented the county in a 


number of its disputes with the union, 
said the hearing might consume several 
days if the complaint cites Brown Act 
violations. 


Dodds is due to be sworn in next week 
as a Superior Court judge. He defeated 
incumbent Judge Floyd C. Dodson in die 
November runoff election. 


The firemen have claimed the county 


administration directed by the county 
supervisors has taken an inflexible stand 
during contract negotiations aimed at 
getting the firemen to lengthen their 
work week. When the firemen refused to 
agree to such an agreement, the super­ 
visors “unilaterally” set a longer work 
week, it is alleged, despite the fact there 
is no new contract between the two par­ 
ties. The old pact was voided last July. 
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Chicago 
selects 
a mayor 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Michael A. B a n ­ 
die, 53, alderman from Richard J. 
Daley’s own lith ward, was chosen today 
by the Chicago City Council to take 
Daley’s place as acting mayor of the 
nation’s second largest city. 
A black alderman, Wilson Frost, who 
had insisted he was the acting mayor 
since Daley died last week, was expected 
to become the No. 2 man in Chicago’s 
government. 
The decision followed a hectic week of 
wheeling and dealing in which there 
were clearcut racial overtones. His 
black backers in the City Council ceased 
to press Frost’s cause at the last mo­ 
ment because “failure was inevitable.” 
The black b lo c ’s spokesm an, 
Alderman Gifford Kelley, said, “this 
morning we reached the politically 
realistic conclusion that we had an insuf­ 
ficient number of votes.” 
Rilandic received 45 votes, 20 more 
than the 25 votes needed to win. He will 
serve as acting mayor until a special 
mayoral election is held within the next 
six months. 
Bilandic has told his associates he will 
not run for mayor in that election. 
Frost, who shared the mayor's duties 
with Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain after 
Daley died Dec. 20, was the only person 
to oppose Bilandic. 
During Christmas weekend it ap­ 
peared a deal was arranged for Bilandic 
to become acting mayor, and Frost, 
president pro tem of the City Council, to 
move up as No. 2 man. 


Although the issue was cut and dried, 
the Council wrangled for almost two 
hours before choosing Bilandic by a 45-2 
vote. 
The end came when Frost himself 
seconded Bilandic’s nomination, saying: 
“I don’t have 25 votes and all the wrangl­ 
ing and misunderstanding is not going to 
give me 25 votes.” 
Referring to reports of “a deal," Frost 
said, “lf there was a deal and if there is a 
deal I hope that the black people and the 
white people will find that they are bet­ 
ter served." 
Frost himself ruled Alderman William 
Lathrop out of order when he attempted 
to put Frost’s name into nomination 
while seconding speeches for Bilandic 
were in progress. 


There were angry shouts from Daley 
loyalists when another independent 
alderman, Richard Simpson, said the 
arrangement was “nothing more than a 
backroom deal in a smoke-filled room.” 


Record trade 
deficit posted 
in November 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 
States posted a record 1906 million 
deficit in international trade in 
November because of an increase in 
petroleum imports and a drop in food ex­ 
ports, the Commerce Department said 
today. 
It was 6th consecutive monthly decline 
and the largest since the previous record 
of 6886 million was set in August, 1974. 
Commerce said imports totaled 610.5 
billion in November, up one per cent 
from October because of a surge in pe­ 
troleum. foods and a variety of manufac­ 
tured products. 
Commerce said exports were valued at 
69.6 billion, down about one per cent 
largely because of a falloff in shipments 
of farm products overseas. 
The bela nce-of-trade represents the 
value of goods the United States buys and 
sells with its overseas trading partners. 
A deficit can have a negative impact on 
the U.S. economy because it leads to in­ 
flationary pressures. The ideal condi­ 
tions are a zero trade balance. 
For the year, exports have been es­ 
timated at 6104.5 billion compared with 
imports of 6109 5 billion for a defict of 65 
billion This compares with a 610.4 billion 
surplus in 1975 when international trade 
helped to boost the nation’s economic 
recovery.

Carter names 
Mondale his 
'staff chief' 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter today discussed his 
economic plans, including the “likely 
prospect" of a tax cut, with his Cabinet 
and announced that Vice President-elect 
Walter Mondale wfuld serve as his 
“chief of staff.” 
1 
The Mondale announcement was a sur­ 
prise and could lead to an unprecedented 
relationship between a president and his 
vice president. 
Carter said he has informed incoming 
White House staff members that Mon­ 
dale is “ their boss.” 
“I don’t feel threatened by him and he 
doesn’t feel threatened by me,” Carter 
said of Mondale, “He shores up my 
weaknesses. He’ll be my chief of staff.” 
Speaking to reporters at this resort off 
the Georgia coast, Carter said a tax cut 
is “a likely prospect” in the economic 
package he will make public at the end of 
next week. 
Carter said, however, his first priority 
will be a work opportunity program to 
reduce unemployment. 
Carter said the session with his 
Cabinet appointees was “unprecedented 
in history" because it was the first time 
such a meeting has been held before a 
president was sworn into office. 
Carter told the Cabinet he wanted 


them to have independence and 
autonomy in running their own depart­ 
ments and to assist him in keeping the 
campaign commitments he made over 
the last two years. 
Carter will wind up the Cabinet 
meetings Wednesday and return to his 
home in Plains. Aides said there is a pos­ 
sibility of a news conference Thursday to 
announce sub-Cabinet posts. 
Carter may also fly up to Washington 
Jan. 12 for military and foreign affairs 
briefings. 
The president-elect told reporters he 
expected “by the end of next week we 
will have worked out enough of an 
economic package to reveal it to the 
public." 
He said the package would be in 
“outline form,” with the amounts not 
specified but rather “within a range.” 
He said if the economic [acture im­ 
proves, the amount of stimulus needed 
through tax cuts and a work program 
would be diminished. And if there is a 
downturn, more stimulation will be 
recommended.

China

TOKYO (UPI) - The United States 
can normalize relations with China next 
year if it withdraws moral support from 
the Nationalist regime on Taiwan, a 
Chinese government official was quoted 
as saying today. 
Japan’s Kyodo News Service today 
said Chen Yi-sung, a member of the 
Chinese People’s Congress Standing 
Committee, currently on a world tour, 
made the statement in an exclusive in­ 
terview while in Tokyo Monday. 
Chen, 69. a native of Taiwan, who 
rejected the Nationalist government in 
1973. said he “personally believes” Sino- 
American relations can be normalized 
next year, depending on actions by the 
Carter administration. 
“One of the main tasks in Asia for the 
Carter administration will be normaliza­ 
tion of Sino-American relations and how 
to settle the Taiwan issue,” Kyodo 
quoted Chen as saying. 


He added, “Some Americans still stick 
to the ’Defend the Free World* obsession 
and tend not to see the reality of inter­ 
national relations,” mistakenly believ­ 
ing there is freedom and democracy on 
Taiwan. 
“I hope that the Americans fully un­ 
derstand that there is not even freedom 
of expression in Taiwan and I would like 
to urge the Carter administration not to 
provide moral support for the reac­ 
tionary regime on Taiwan,” he said. 
Chm left for the United States Monday 
to continue his tour designed to solicit a 
common view of overseas Chinese on 
what political regime Taiwan should 
have in a period of transition before it is 
absorbed by China. 
Chen said Peking desires a peaceful 
solution of the Taiwan issue, but it will 
not hesitate to use force to liberate the

Thumbprint of Hughes 


' heir' on will envelope 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - The left 
thumbprint of Utah service station 
operator Melvin Dummer, named in a 
will to inherit one sixteenth of the estate 
of the late Howard Hughes, was found on 
an envelope containing the document, 
Nevada Attorney General Robert List 
said today. 
List told a state district court that 
seven fingerprints were found on the 
envelope which was found in the Salt 
Lake City headquarters of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. Six of 
the fingerprints were unidentified and 
the seventh was that of Dummer, he 
said. 
List had been ordered to present any 
evidence in his possession about the 
will’s authenticity today but he said it 
would take about one more month for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to com­ 
plete its tests on the document. 
Judge Keith Hayes delayed indefinite­ 
ly further court hearings on the will dis­ 
posing of Hughes’ 62.5 billion estate. A 
Jan. IO probate hearing had already been 
postponed 
The Durn mar thumbprint was found on 
the outside envelope which contained 
another envelope which held the will, 
List said. He did not say on what part of 


is 
the envelope the print was found. 
“Finding Dummar’s thumbprint 
particularly significant because he has 
been named in the will and has denied 
under oath any knowledge of what was in 
the document,” List told reporters. 
He refused to divulge evidence in 
detail in court because of possible 
pending criminal prosecution. 
List said tests would be conducted in 
an attempt to find out if Hughes himself 
wrote the document. 
“If Hughes wrote it, it is all over as far 
as this office is concerned,” List told 
reporters. 
But he said if it was determined a 
crime was committed in connection with 
the will, his office would prosecute on 
charges of forgery and possibly extor­ 
tion.

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - An oil spill 
from a grounded Liberian-registered 
tanker has censed a 28-mile slick on the 
Delaware River that threatens New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Delaware 
shorelines, the Coast Guard said today. 
The Olympic Games, a 771-foot tanker, 
hit rocks Monday as it was making 
final turn into a refinery dock owned by 
British Petroleum at Marcus Hook, Pa. 
Capt. Kenneth G. Wiman, com­ 
manding officer of the Coast Guard unit 
in Glouctiester, N J., said about 133,500 
gallons of oil spilled into the river near 
the Commodore Barry Bridge 15 miles 
south of Philadelphia. He said the tanker 
was carrying 17 million gallons of light 
Arabian crude oil. 
Wiman said 50,000 gallons of oil have 
been contained in a boom around the sl­ 
ick, which covers the river with a sheen 
from Big Timber Creek just south of 
here to Bellevue, Del. 
Wiman said oil had washed up on 
beaches at Paulsboro, N J., and Clay­ 
mont, Del. He said IO creeks which 
empty into the river have been boomed 
but there has been stream and wildlife 
damage, although an exact estimate is 
not known. 
“Certainly this has got to be one of our 
largest spills,” Wiman said. 
The spill was not expected to affect 


traffic in the ports along the stretch of 
the spill, Wiman said, but tankers were 
advised to approach their ports at 
minimum speed. 
The tanker, owned by Red Bank Shipp­ 
ing of Panama, has no history of 
previous trouble based on computer 
checks conducted in Washington, Wiman 
said. 
Environmental Protection Agency Ad­ 
ministrator Russell Train was to arrive 
at the site of the spill later today and 
begin a formal investigation Wednesday, 
Wiman said. Coast Guard specialists 
were being flown in from North Carolina 
to assist in the cleanup. 
“It certainly will be a number of 
days," Wiman said in discussing the 
length of the cleanup. “I would expect it 
to be a number of weeks before it would 
be cleaned up." 
Wiman added the spill was difficult to 
contain but not difficult to vacuum once 
the cleanup starts. 
The spill occurred at 4: IO p.m. By ear­ 
ly morning the tanker had stopped leak­ 
ing and Coast Guard divers were deter­ 
mining the extent of the damage to the 
ship, which was en route from Freeport, 
Bahamas, to the BP dock at Marcus 
Hook 
Two contractors were assisting the 
Coast Guard in attempting to contain the 
spill. 
Ford rejects CAB ruling 
on changing air routes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Citing 
“foreign policy reasons,” President 
Ford has rejected a Civil Aeronautics 
Board decision authorizing extensive 
changes in the overseas routes of major 
U.S. airlines. 
Ford’s disapproval of the changes in 
overseas flights came in a letter dated 
Dec. 24 and released today by the CAB, 
which said it had “no comment at this 
time.” 
At the same time, the President ap­ 
proved another CAB decision extending 
the authority of supplementary airlines 
to provide charter and cargo service to 
new foreign points. 
The President said he was returning 
the board’s decision in the so-called 
trans-A atlantic route proceeding 
because some foreign governments “are 


presently dissatisfied” with bilateral 
agreements governing international air 
travel. 
The CAB decision, designed in large 
part to help restore the profitability of 
Pan American World Airways and Trans 
World Airlines, would have provided 
flights to Europe from many U.S. cities 
that now lack direct overseas service. 
In his letter, Ford said the CAB should 
come up with a new decision by Sept. I, 
1977 that would be more acceptable to 
other nations. 
The board should, he said, come up 
with a trans-Atlantic route system that 
“will best serve the long-term interests 
of the public, the financial strength and 
competitiveness of our private United 
States flag carriers, and overall United 
States international aviation policy.” 
Earthquake panics Italy 
but damage, injuries nil 


ANCONA, Italy (UPI) - A predawn 
earth tremor today struck east-central 
Italy, causing residents to flee their 
homes in panic but causing no damage or 
injuries, officials said. 
It was the third such tremor in the 
region in as many days. 
Scientists at the Geophysical Obser­ 
vatory at Monte Porzio Catone said the 
tremor bit at 3:46 a m. with an intensity 
of 3.7 on the open-ended Richter Scale. 
They said it was centered in the 
Macerate area, IQI miles northeast of 


Rome. 
The scientists said the tremor was 
preceded by a roaring sound and some 
residents near the epicenter rushed from 
their homes in a brief panic and stayed 
outside until dawn to avoid possible 
collapsing buildinp. 
Two tremors hit the region within a 
minute of each other Sunday, one 
registering 3.5 on the Richter Scale and 
the other 3.8. 
No damage or injuries were caused by 
the Sunday tremors.

“Our view of the problem is 
that these differences can be 
resolved by removing the two 
largest areas of concern from 
the problem. 
“ I t w ill ta k e a new 
willingness on the part of re»- 
dents of Goleta and Isla Vista to 
get together on incorporation to 
avoid the ever growing costs of 
special districts. 
“Similarly, the residents of 
the unincorporated areas in the 
Lompoc Valley should take 
stock of where their future lies 
within the existing tax struc­ 
ture of the county.’’ 
The taxpayers’ association 
added that it felt it best the tax 
inequities now in existence in­ 
volving the cities and county 
gov ern m en t be resolved 
through a “reorganization of 
the present system of govern­ 
ment than through the piece­ 
meal approach the cities are 
currently pursuing.’’

Tw enty y e a rs ago, the 
military base west of Lompoc 
was Camp Cooke, an Army in­ 
stallatio n , predecessor of 
Vandenberg. 
Lompoc was a small town 
devoted largely to agricultural 
pursuits. There were no in­ 
tersectional traffic controls at 
Ocean Avenue and H Street and 
Lompoc Police Department and 
(Hher law enforcement agen­ 
cies relied on colored li^ ts on a 
pole atop the LiUey Building to 
tell them which agency had an 
emergency call. One crolor in­ 
dicrated the police, another the 
sheriff and a third, the military 
police. 
T hat was the year th at 
Howard Reshoft joined Lompoc 
Police Department fellowing 
his discharge from Camp 
Cooke. He was the 13th sworn 
officer to be hired. William 
Peterson was police chief and 
Reshoft recalls that two of his 
first assignments were to direct 
traffic at Ocean Avenue and H 
Street, the hub of town, and to 
man a n i^ t foot patrol in the 
downtown area. 


Friday night at midnight. 
Reshoft will retire from the 
department with a few months 
more than 20 years on his 
record. He plans to take a posi­ 
tion as chief deputy with the 
Marshall's Office in Lompoc 
Municipal Court. 


Reshoft was promoted to 
sergeant on May I. 1962, to 
lieutenant on May I, 1963; and 
finally to his present rank of 
captain on Jan. 3, 1976. 


The span (rf years included 
service under three chiefs. In 
addition to Peterson, there was 
Ray Robertson and finally the 
present chief, J D Smith 
Reshoft values his early ex­ 
perience highly. You had to be 
on your toes to direct traffic at 
the city's main intersection, es­ 
pecially during rush hours when 
cars came flying from four 
directions, Reshoft said today. 
The foot patrol experience also 
proved invaluable, coming in an 
era when hundreds of Army 
recruits descended on the town 
for sometimes noisy weekends. 
At six feet, four inches tall, 200 
pounds and filled with the zeal 
of a newcomer on the police 
department, Reshoft proved 
equal to the challenge. 


Reshoft recalled the past this 
week as he prepared to clean 
out his desk in the office of the 
uniform division commander, 
an office he has filled for the 
past three years. Before that he 


was commander of the in­ 
vestigation division for four 
years and before that an officer 
in the field. 
Reshoft recalls apprehending 
a suspect wlw had just stolen 
his own personal vehicle from 
the rear of the police station. 
On another occasion, Reshoft 
a rre ste d two auto th eft 
suspects within a period of a 
couple of hours and on still 
another occasion, helped 
deliver a baby for a deaf mute. 
But his most gratifying arrest 
involved the apprehension of a 
suspect iii the attem pted 
murder of an elderly woman. 
'The man was eventually con­ 
victed by a jury and sentenced 
to state prison. 
During his years on the force, 
Reshoft was past president and 
vi<» president of the Tri-County 
Investigators Association; a 
member of the California 


Check Investigators Associa­ 
tion. a memb«- of the Tri- 
County Intelligence Unit; a 
member of the California 
Peace Officers Association; 
and the City Employes Safety 
Committee. 
“I have thoroughly enjoyed 
working 20 years for the City of 
Lompoc." Reshoft said to(lay. 
“ I have m ade num erous 
acquaintances and many great 
friends and will always be 
proud to have been a part of a 
professional organization.” 
Reshoft is no stranger to the 
Marshall's Office. He has been 
involved in the work for more 
than 15 years as part of his 
various positions in Lompoc 
Police Department. And he 
won't be moving far. The 
Marshall's office in Lompoc 
Municipal Court is only an easy 
stone's throw from his present 
office.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
captain of the Liberian-regis­ 
tered tanker Argo Merchant 
says he did not know where his 
ship was for 15 hours before it 
ran aground because the ship’s 
primary compass failed. 
Captain 
George 
Papadoupolos told a U.S. 
District Court hearing on a suit 
against the ship’s owners Mon­ 
day that the problem with the 
gyrocompass “probably was” 
the cause of the accident which 
caused the worst oil spill ever 
on the nation’s Atlantic coast. 
Two other Argo Merchant of­ 
ficers were ordered to appear 
in court today to give deposi­ 
tions on Papadoupolos’ tes­ 
timony. 
Papadoupolos, a 43-year-old 
Greek national, said through an 
interpreter that the gyrocom­ 
pass began acting “erratically” 
at about 2:30 p.m. on Dec. 14, 
the day before it ran aground on 
Nantucket Shoals. 
He said he was forced to rely 
on the ship’s less accurate 
magnetic compass to steer the 
tanker through rough seas and 
darkness and could not get an 
accurate fix on his position. 
He added that sextant sights 
had been taken on two stars a 
half hour before he ran 
aground, but he said he had “no 
trust in them” because of 
clouds. 
The tanker was 29 miles off 
its course to Salem, Mass., 
when it struck the shoals. 
Papadoupolos testified. 
At that tima, he said, 
visibility was about seven miles 
and seas were choppy. The 
lookout had left his post 
momentarily and was below in 
the mess room, the captain 
said. 
High winds and heavy seas 
blocked the Coast Guard from 
checking the flow of oil from 
the vessel and after a six-day 
pounding the Argo Merchant 
split in half, spilling the oil into 
the ocean. 
The Coast Guard Monday said 
the 7.6 million gallons of oil 
from the wrecked tanker 
formed a slick 141 miles long 
stretching southeasterly from 
the vicinity of the shoals. Winds 
kept the oil away from shore 
Officials are still assessing 
the potential damage to rich 
fishing grounds and other 


marine life. 
The sworn statements taken 
at the hearings this week in­ 
volve the $2.5 million lawsuit 
filed against the Thebes Slip­ 
ping Co., owners of the tanker, 
by the Northeast Petroleum 
and Shipping Corp., the intend­ 
ed receiver of the oil, and Con­ 
tinental Insurance Co., the in­ 
surer. 
Cape Cod fishermen also are 
seeking $60 million for damages 
to their fishing grounds. But if 
Thebes wins its claim for 
limitation of the liability to the 
value of the ship and cargo, 
nothing could be won because 
both the ship and cargo are now 
worthless. 
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Possible Alaska pipeline

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Government and business of­ 
ficials are being questioned by 
the Interior Department about 
reports of possible conflicts of 
interest involving those in the 
construction of the 800-mile 
trans-Alaska (HI pipeline. 
The internal investigation 
was launched at the request of 
federal Alaska Pipeline Office 
chief Andrew Rollins after he 
learned syndicated columnist 
Jack Anderson planned a story 
on the allegations, a spokesman 
said. 
Anderson said Maj. Gen. 
Roilini. a former Army en­ 
gineer, had token chartered 
plane rides, free fishing vaca­ 
tions and other favors from the 
Morrison-Knudsen constructio* 
n combine which is building 
one-sixth of the pipeline. 
John Pearson, investigations 
chief in the department’s Office 
of Audits and Investigations, 
said Rollins requested the 
probe Dec. 16 “to document his 
long-standing friendship with 
S T parties involved.” Rollins, 
head of the office which en­ 
forces federal regulations on 
the pipeline, said there was no 
conflict of interest.

1976 - a year for tourist 
trade; loss for ranchers 


By KING MERRILL 
The bicentennial year of 1976 
is approaching its final hours 
and like other years which have 
preceded, it has had both 
beneficial and detrimental 
aspects as far as the Santa Ynez 
Valley is concerned. 
The year 1976 will go down in 
the record books in the valley 
as a record breaker as far as 
tourism, a principal facet of the 
area’s economy, is concerned. 
For agriculture, it was far from 
the best. 
The valley and particularly 
the Danish-American com­ 
munity of Solvang drew more 
visitors during the year than 
any in its history. Although at­ 
tendance was deemed lower 
than usual at last September’s 
Danish Days celebration, the 
visitors continued to flock to 
the town on an all-year-a round 
basis, with the weekends es­ 
pecially full throughout the 
year. 
The long holiday weekends, 
such as Easter and July 4th at­ 
tracted large crowds, but the 
biggest one of all — topping any 
Danish Days — was this year’s 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend. 
As a result of the continuing 
development of tourism in 
Solvang, more and more new 
shops, bakeries and restaurants 
came into being and still more 
were in the throes of construc­ 
tion, with completion set for the 
iprinf 
hop, 
plex on Mission Drive. 
Taking it on the chin this year 
were the ranchers and farmers 
of the valley. Agriculture in the 
area ranks right up there with 
tourism as far as the economy 
is concerned and the year 1976 
wasn’t the best. And, it was ail 
because of the weather. 
Coming on the heels of the 
1975-’76 rain season which 
proposed a sparse IO inches 
(the normal rainfall is about 17 
inches), farmers entered the 
summer growing season with 
hopes of producing bountiful 
crops of g rap es, a la lfa , 
tomatoes, walnuts and sugar 
beets. But, unusual rains in 
August and heavy precipitation 
in September changed all that. 


The moisture brought on the 
green feed to the delimit of the 
cattlemen but it also produced 
great losses to the growers. 
Large amounts of cut and baled 
alfalfa and stacks of baled oat 
were damaged to the near non­ 
sale able point. Hundreds of 
acres of tom atoes never 
reached market and were dis­ 
ced into the ground or 
harvested and dumped into 
creeks. 


The white grape loss was high 
and walnut growers suffered 
damage because of the wet con­ 
ditions of the soil and the in­ 
ability to harvest on time.

A pattern of Indian Summer 
weather in October and early 
November later brought smiles 
to the grape growers which 
enabled them to complete the 
final harvest of the Cabernet 
Sauvignon variety. 
Due to the August and 
September rains, followed by 
one light storm in October and 
the last .45 of an inch to hit the 
area last Nov. ll, the season 
total is now 6.85 inches. 
But the November precipita­ 
tion has been the final one thus 
far this season. The area is now 
in the midst of a drought and 
the once green hillsides have 
dried up and turned a shade of 
leathery brown. 
Biggest New Year wish now 
for the farmers and ranchers is 
rain. 
The year 1976 in the valley 
was also marked by the con­ 
tinuing saga of the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District to 
provide wastewater treatment 
facilities in the town which has 
been un der a 
b u ild in g 
moratorium since 1974 because 
of septic tank failures and well 
pollution. 
The story of the district’s ef­ 
fort to solve the problem began 
five years ago and the final 
chapter has yet to be written. 
At the moment both the district 
and the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement D istrict are 
studying the ramifications (rf 
the order of the State Water 
Resources Control Board turn­ 
ing down an appeal for funds for 
a joint deep river water cross­ 
ing. 
In the meantime, the state 
has deemed that the two dis­ 
tricts must come up with an ac­ 
ceptable joint powers agree­ 
ment by March 1977. 
The Buellton Community Ser­ 
vices District had its own 
problems, too, and these in­ 
volved providing for improved 
and expanded water service in 
the growing community. The 
district did obtain approval of 
use of a well which had been on 
a standby basis, but it also 
received disappointing news 
last week when it learned that 
its application for about 
$500,000 in Public Work 
Employment Act funds for a 
water project had been denied. 
In the meantime the district 
has filed an application for 
about $800,000 in loan funds un­ 


der the Clean Drinking Water 
Act. 
The tempo of new construc­ 
tion continued at a rate higher 
than in the previous year, with 
the bulk of the new permits is­ 
sued for single family dwellings 
usually selling in the $65,000 to 
$100,000 class and located for 
the most part on one and five- 
acre parcels. 
Largest single building 
project launched during the 
year was the $2.18 million Santa 
Ynez Valley High School 
building expansion program 
which will result in the comple­ 
tion next June of a new gym­ 
nasium, a vocational building 
with auto and ag shops and a 
multi-purpose building with a 
250-seat auditorium . 
The 
building program is now about 
40 per cent completed. 
The total evaluation of 
building permits issued in the 
valley for the 11-month period 
beginning last January was 
$14,873,100 to top the 12 month 
1975 total of $12,045,600 
New home building also 
brought classroom seating 
problem to the schools. The 
areawide school population of 
2,500 reflected no major overall 
increase, with some experienc­ 
ing a dip in the student popula­ 
tion and others increases. For 
the latter, however, this meant 
action or plans for additional 
facilities. 
Voters in the rapidly growing 
Los 
O livos 
E lem en tary 
District approved a $140,000 
bomi issue to permit moving of 
older classrooms to a new site 
as well as constructing a pair of 
new ones. 


Trustees of the College 
Elementary District in Santa 
Ynez called a $690,000 bond 
election for March 8 to provide 
new classrooms, a new bus and 
other improvements. 


Making great physical strides 
during the year on their 87-acre 
reservation near Santa Ynez 
was the Santa Ynez Mission 
Band (rf Indians. Completed 
well before the year ended was 
a new $75,000 25-spur overnight 
camping facility which is open 
to the public as part of a 
nationwide Indian Country. 
USA program and a new 


$135,000 2,800-square-foot com­ 
munity building. 
Continuing to take the 
spotlight during the year were 
the meetings and hearings 
regarding future land use of the 
valley. Battles were waged 
over proposed lot splits and 
division of larger parcels for 
housing purposes. How long the 
confrontation between the so­ 
called "grow th” and "no 
growth” forces will continue is 
unknown. But many feel it will 
go on for some time. 
Residents of the valley are 
looking with special interest to

(UPI) — Eight 
young thoroughbreds, including one sired 
by 1969 Kentucky Derby winner Majestic 
Price, bolted from their stable Sunday 
night and were killed when a pickup 
truck struck them as they huddled on a 
highway. 
The frightened yearlings, spooked by 
barking dogs at a ranch here, galloped 
two miles across open fields to the 
Pomona Freeway where they were run 
over in the darkness of the freeway 
lanes. 
The California Highway Patrol said 
the horses, all owned by Verne H. 
Winchell, founder of the Winchell 
Doughnut chain and owner of Denny’s 
Restaurants, were valued at $750,000 
The pickup truck driver, Robert A. 
Gross. 48, Whittier, Calif., was arrested 
and booked on suspicion of drunken driv­ 
ing following the mishap Sunday night. 
He was later released on his own 
recognizance. Gross’ brother, Patrick, 
50, a passenger in the truck, was injured 
in the collision and was taken to a local 
hospital for treatment 
The manager of Winchell’s ranch here, 
Elven Adams, said the horses, all six 
months to a year old, apparently were 
spooked in their paddock by dogs and 
started running. 
Gross told officers he was traveUng on 
the freeway when one of the horses sud­ 
denly appeared in front of his truck and 
he wasn’t able to stop in time to avoid it. 
The impact sent the vehicle out of con­ 
trol and into the center divider where the 
other seven horses, all bunched closely 
together, were hit. 
Adams said one of the horses had been 
sired by Majestic Prince, former Ken­ 
tucky Derby and Preakness winner, 
while another of the yearlings was the 
son of 1957 Belmont Stakes winner 
Gallant Man.

(UPI) - Angered 
at the rules of the Rose Bowl, Michigan 
football Coach Bo Schembechler rapped 
Tournament of Roses, Big Ten and 
Pacific-8 officials Monday. 
“I think too much of this tournament is 
for the admini8traation and not enough 
for the players,” said Schembechler. 
“This game should be for the players 
first.” 
Schembechler, whose No. 2-ranked 
Wolverines face No. 3-rated University 
of Southern California on New Year’s 
Day, said he was extremely displeased 
with the Rose Bowl rules which limit 
participating teams to 60 players. 
“I had to leave 40 players and they 
should be here,” he remarked. “They 
were part of the ones who helped make 
the winning team and I had to leave them 
home. My 40 players will be there Satur­ 
day, but they had to come on a student 
tour. 
“They won’t get to run into the Rose 
Bowl with their uniforms on and that’s 
too bad.” 
When it was mentioned that Fritz 
Crisler, who coached Michigan from 
1938- 47, had a part in making the rules, 
Schembechler snapped, “That was 20 
years ago. Football has changed a lot 
since then and it’s time the rules were 
changed, too.” 
He said that the Rose Bowl draws in 
more money than the Orange Bowl yet 
he said he was able to take IS players to 
the Orange Bowl last season while 
Oklahoma showed up with 115 players. 
He suggested that if it were too costly 
to bring the extra players here that the 
faculty representatives, athletic direc­ 
tors and coaches from other Big Ten and 
Pac-8 schools and officials from the Big 
Ten office should stay home. 
“If my team doesn’t earn the right to 
come out here,” Schembechler said, “I 
shouldn't and won’t be here. The players 
should be taken care of first.” 


Royal takes 
critical look 
at his game

AUSTIN, Tex. — (NEA) — DarreU Royal, a country boy from Hollis, Okla., 
coached the University of Texas footbaU team for the last two decades without 
ever having a losing season. Now, abruptly, he has quit the sport which ab­ 
sorbed his life. 
“I’ll coach as long as I enjoy it,” said Darrell in a conversation in his pan­ 
eled Texas Memorial Stadium Office earlier this year, “and there are more 
pluses than minuses.” 
It’s apparent, after 184 victories in his college coaching career, that the 
minuses have overcome, and so the reflections of Royal provide a valuable 
tapestry of a game that has provided an exotic pattern of sports sociology. 
College football is a peculiarly American manifestation of the educational 
system. 
Royal has emerged as a critic as well as booster. 
For instance, his basic thesis: 
Football doesn’t build character, as coaches have always claimed. 
“Football is the type of game,” he elucidates, “where by the elimination 
process the weak are eliminated. Those that are still standing, coaches are 
prone to say, ‘Hey, look what we've built.’ they neglect to say how many were 
weeded out in the process of getting a select few. 
“You keep skimming the cream off the top. It takes a different type person to 
play football than any other sport. Not many people are meant to play foot­ 
ball ” 
That makes it sound elitist. 
“It is,” admits Royal, “in a way.” 
Where does footbaU fit into the American educational system? 
"It’s the cohesive that keeps a lot of people interested in the university. 
Whether it’s right or wrong, a lot of people maintain their interest in football 
through the university and that interest points them in a direction that’s more 
important than football. The Board of Regents meetings are always held on 
football weekends because that’s when they can get people to come back and 
attend meetings. 
“In the university, it’s a release. These young kids have so much energy 
that’s got to be released somewhere, and there’s no better place than a Satur­ 
day afternoon or a Friday night on a college campus to let ’em all come and 
hoot and holler and raise hell and let off that steam.” 
But Royal has been depicted as an autocratic despot in this handling of a foot­ 
ball squad, by a former player, Gary Shaw, in a book called "Meat on the 
Hoof,” and accused of treating players as cattle. 
“I think he’s in the definite minority,” says Royal, “and that minority has 
always been there. He got with a group of people who had the ability to put it 
into words. This negativism was there when I was playing, but no one would 
publish a book of that kind then. 
. 
“That’s true of your profession of journalism. I can see it with kids coming 
in for an interview. They really are looking for something bad. They have that 
chip on the shoulder. They’ve possibly been taught in journalism school that if 
you’re complimentary, you’re Horner Joe and you’ve been had, and everything 
can’t be that good.” 
What is there that’s bad about college football? 
“Recruiting. There’s a lot of hypocrisy and outright cheating. Sometimes 
lack of ethics The athletic scene may be getting too big. The tail is beginning 
to wag the dog. Coaches who have won big get to feeling all powerful and that 
the university is in operation just so they can have a football team. They’re go­ 
ing to call the shots to let the school know what they have to do to ‘keep me and 
keep my program going.' 
“Inevitably these people self-destruct.” 
Royal this past season also charged the University of Oklahoma with spying 
on his practices and challenged that school’s coaches to take lie detector tests. 
He has advocated the polygraph for several years as a device for cleaning up 
the game. Lie detectors in an academic setting seem like a radical step. 
"If there were some other method,” shrugs Royal, “good, I would junk it. 
You’re not trying to catch people that are cheating; you’re trying to catch peo­ 
ple that are lying. If they’re going to cheat, they’re going to lie. So you’ve got to 
catch the liar. 
“I’d like to see every college athletic program have a year of self study, to 
bring in a polygraph crew and go through their program on the rules, especially 
in the area of recruiting. 
“We did this at the University of Texas. Believe me, I found out thinp about 
our department that I didn’t know, that had been kept from me.” 
In dealing with college football, aren’t you in today’s society also dealing 
with a new breed of athlete? 
* 
“I think they still Uke discipline. I think they Mill like to be told what they can 
do and what they can’t do. TTiey Uke for you to be consistent. You can be con­ 
sistently relaxed or consistently rigid and tough. But they know what to expect 
every day. They always have the freedom of dropping out. 
“Unfortunately, some guys are driven from competitive athletics because of 
the approach of the coach. I think that’s bad. I’m sure I’ve nibbed some boys 
wrong.” 
What have been the benefits of football for Darrell Royal besides making a 
good Uving? 
“My wife Edith said one time she’s glad I still have a game to keep playing. I 
don’t picture myself as much more than average as far as intelligence is con­ 
cerned. I’ve done poorly on aptitude tests. I read poorly; I read slow; my com­ 
prehension is slow. 
“I think I have some abiUty to (teal with people. And to teach my game.” 
As the ongoing director of athletics at the university, DarreU Royal will stUl 
deal with people. But the teacher has retired.

But when he went 
to Jackson, Miss., by bus to catch a plane for Kansas, he stopped 
off at Jackson State to visit his brother Ed, playing football there.

Dame runner to gain more than 
1,000 yards in a season, was 
named the Gator Bowl’s most 
valuable player after rushing 
for 102 yards and both Irish 
touchdowns — on matching one- 
yard plunges late in the first 
and second periods.

The Lions’ lone touchdown, 
on an eight-yard pass from 
sophomore quarterback Chuck 
Fusina to freshman fullback 
Matt Suhey, came with only 
8:37 left in the game. Notre 
Dame turned back two other 
fourth-period scoring threats 
with interceptions. 
Penn SUte’s first misUke 
came immediately after the 
Lions’ took an early 3-0 lead on 
a 26-yard field goal by Tony 
Capozzolli. That was letting 
Terry Eurick find running room 
on the right sidelines for a 65- 
yard kickoff return that set up 
Hunter’s first touchdown. 
The second was a Mike 
Gilman fumble at the Penn 
SUte 24 that set up the first of 
two 23-yard field goals by Dave 
Reeve and a 10-3 Irish lead with 
8:49 to go in the half. 
The third was a 24-yard Scott 
Fitzkee punt that left the Irish 
in good position to drive in for 
Hunter’s second touchdown.

Fairbanks received 17 votes 
from the 42-member UPI selec­ 
tion panel, composed of three 
writers from each conference 
city. Cleveland’s Forrest Gregg 
was second with 12 votes and 
Ted Marchibroda of Baltimore 
was named on six balloU. John 
Madden of Oakland got five 
votes and Bill Johnson of Cin­ 
cinnati two to complete the 
balloting.

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Some progress made but 
food stamp fraud persists 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - 
State officials are reducing food 
stamp violations, but about 
745,000 ineligible *‘working 
poor” still collected an estimat­ 
ed $109.3 million in benefits dur­ 
ing the first half of 1976, ac­ 
cording to the Agriculture 
Department. 
In addition, an estimated 1.8 
million eligible participants got 
$106.4 million in overpayments 
for January through June this 
year. These were cases where 
eligible people got bigger stamp 
payments than their income 
status should have allowed. 
Stamp program director 
Nancy Snyder said in a state­ 
ment Monday that officials 
were “ encouraged” by the new 
figures because they showed a 
decline from the last half of 
1975. 
This shows states “ are doing 
a better job of reviewing their 
caseload, finding their difficul­ 
ties and correcting them,” she 
said. 
A review for July-December, 


1975, showed about 887,000 in­ 
eligible working people col­ 
lected $114.7 million in stamp 
benefits, and 1.9 million eligi­ 
bles got $110.9 million in over­ 
payments. 
The estimates, compiled by a 
‘‘quality control review” sam­ 
pling study of 40,096 fam ily 
cases, are designed to show 
error rates only among the so­ 
called “ working poor” who do 
not receive other forms of 
welfare. 
They make up slightly over 
half of the 18.5 m illion in­ 
dividuals who got $2.7 billion in 
benefits during the six months. 
The remaining participants are 
w e lfa re re cip ie n ts who 
automatically qualify for food 
stamps. 


Officials said 7.2 per cent of 
the $1.5 b illion in stamp 
benefits given to the working 
poor in January-June went to 
ineligibles with too much in­ 
come or too many resources to 
meet program standards. This 


compared with 8.1 per cent in 
the last half of 1975. 
The ineligibles made up 7.6 
per cent of all working poor 
participants this year com­ 
pared with 8.9 per cent last 
year. 
In addition, 18 per cent 
received overpayments which 
accounted for 6.9 per cent of 
total payments to the group. In 
the last half of 1975, 19.3 per 
cent got overpayments account­ 
ing for 7.8 per cent of the dollar 
outlay. 
Spokesmen said their next 
review, for the last six months 
of 1976, w ill cover both welfare 
and non-welfare stamp recipi­ 
ents and w ill provide estimates 
of compliance in the total 
program. 
For the latest January-June, 
1978. review, a state breakdown 
showed the percentage of 
stamp benefit dollars going to 
ineligibles ranged from a high 
of 22.5 per cent in Massa­ 
chusetts to a low of 1.5 per cent 
in Wyoming. 


Federal mediator wants both 


sides in hotel strike to meet 


M IAM I BEACH, Fla (U P I) 
— A federal mediator wants to 
get both sides in the Miami 
Beach hotel strike together, but 
an official for the hotel associa­ 
tion said he wasn’t sure a 
meeting would be fruitful at 
this time. 
Pickets bundled against the 
unseasonable 40-degree cold 
and walked the pavements in 
front of seven of this resort 
city’s largest and most expen­ 
sive hotels. Union leaders said 
the walkout would be extended 
today. 
Inside, executives and non­ 
union workers worked extra 
hours making beds, toting 
towels and luggage and serving 
food messhall style to make a 
swelling crowd of guests com­ 
fortable. The Christmas-New 
Year’s period is the busiest 
time of the year. 
Federal m ediator Leland 
Dean attempted to get negotia­ 
tors together today for the first 


time since the strike began 
Christmas morning. 
However, Edwin Dean, chief 
negotiator for an association of 
35 of Miami Beach’s top hotels 
and no relation to the mediator, 
complained ahead about fights 
between pickets and non-union 
hotel workers and said there 
was no point in a meeting at 
this time. But it was unclear 
whether Dean would attend a 
mediation session if asked by 
the federal mediator 
The struck hotels have begun 
hiring non-union workers to 
Uke the place of the strikers 
Spokesmen at the struck 
hotels said the biggest com­ 
plaint from guests was about 
the cold wave that hit the 
Miami area Sunday and sent 
temperatures down to the low 
40s early Monday and today. 
The 1,250-room FonUine- 
bleau. Miami Beach's largest 
and best known hotel, was 
struck Monday. Other struck 


hotels that have refused to set­ 
tle unilaterally with the union 
are the Doral Beach and Doral 
Country Club, Shelborne, 
D eauville, Eden Roc and 
Carillon. 
“ We’ve noticed no change in 
service at the Fontainebleau,” 
said Judy and Marvin Burk man 
of Pittsburgh, “ and the best 
part is that the sun is shining.” 
Muriel Hirschman, a New 
Yorker on a five-day vacation 
at another struck hotel, had a 
different viewpoint. 
“ First the weather, then 
this,” she said. “ I didn’t come 
here to make beds, but then 
were else would I go?” 
The union wants a three-year 
contract that w ill improve 
wages and fringe benefits for 
maids, waiters, bellhops, in­ 
cluding a built-in tipping 
system that hotel management 
says w ill drive prices too high. 
Four months of negotiations 
broke down Friday. 


One-third of Soviet workers 


to receive 18% salary hikes 


MOSCOW (U P I) - The 
government says approximate­ 
ly one-third of the Soviet work 
force w ill receive salary in­ 
creases averaging 18 per cent 
between now and the end of 
1960 
Tass, the o fficia l news 
agency, said Monday the pay 
boosts would affect 31 million 
workers, many in remote areas 
of Siberia and Central Asia. 


The decision to give the 
raises, the agency said, was in 
keeping with state plans of 
social development and “ a 
further increase in living stan­ 
dards’’ as worked out by the 
25th C om m unist 
P a rty 
Congress in February. 


Earlier this year, it was an­ 
nounced that most of the Soviet 


Union s approxim ately IOO 
million workers would receive 
pay raises of between 17 and 26 
per cent during the 1976-’80 five- 
year plan. 


The order released Monday 
affects industrial and office 
workers and those employed in 
the so-called “ nonproduction” 
fields such as culture, educa­ 
tion, public health, social 
security, catering and housing 
management. 


Tass gave no specifics of how 
individual salaries would be af­ 
fected. But it said the state 
would add $9.2 billion to its an­ 
nual wage bill to pay the ad­ 
ditional amounts. 
In the Soviet Union, the 
average wage is approximately 
$195 per month, although it 


often is lower in the “ nonpro­ 
duction" fields. Prim ary school 
teachers, for example, take 
home as little as $117 monthly. 
The pay boost order, signed 
by the Communist Party, the 
government and the central 
trade union organization, said 
the increases would be intro­ 
duced gradually over the next 
five years, starting this month 
in Siberia, the Soviet Far North 
and the northern part of the 
Russian Federation. 
Beginning one year from 
now. Tass said, workers in the 
Urals. Kazakhstan, Central 
Asia and the Volga valley would 
get their increases. 
No mention was made of such 
populous Soviet republics as the 
Ukraine, Byelorussia, Georgia 
or Armenia. 


Jailed Communist chief in Spain 


appeals illegal activity charge 


M ADRID, Spain (U P I) - 
Jailed Communist chief San­ 
tiago Carrillo says he refused a 
government offer to leave the 
country and chose instead to 
stay and help legalize his party. 
C arrillo, 62, arrested last 
week after living clandestinely 
in Madnd for 18 months, made 
the statement in an eitfit-page 
brief Monday appealing his in­ 
dictment on charges of illegal 
political association. 
“ As the court undoubtedly 
knows, during my stay in 
N a tio n a l 
S e c u rity 
Headquarters it was proposed 
to me that I choose between 
leaving Spain and coming under 
the jurisd iction of public 
order,” the appeal said 
“ Without hesitation I chose 
the second proposition in the 
certainty that in my conduct 
there was no unlawful element 
whatsoever and that such a 


choice contributes to the 
legalization of the Spanish Com­ 
munist party.” 
The defense was based on the 
reform programs approved 
July 14 by parliament in the 
first significant political vic­ 
tory for Prem ier Adolfo Suarez. 
The brief argued that the 
Communist party should not be 
considered illegal under the 
penal code outlawing organiza­ 
tions “ which, subject to an in­ 
ternational discipline, intend to 
implant a totalitarian sys­ 
tem.” 


“ It has been made clear that 
our party does not propose to 
implant a totalitarian system 
but to contribute to the es­ 
tablishment in 'Spain of a truly 
democratic regime,” the ap­ 
peal said. 


Sim ilar appeals have been 
made for seven other Commu­ 


nist party leaders who were 
arrested along with Cam llo 
last Wednesday. Lawyers for 
the eight have expressed con­ 
fidence their arguments should 
get th eir clien ts out of 
Carabanchel prison quickly. 
Carrillo said he could be 
given provisional freedom 
“ with the certainty I w ill not 
try to evade the action of 
justice.” 
At a news conference Monday 
in Barcelona C arrillos wife 
Carmen said, ‘‘I share the 
general optimism concerning 
the possible release tonight or 
tomorrow of his arrested com­ 
rades. but not for Santiago 
himself.” 
In Madrid, a five-member 
“ Free Carrillo" delegation of 
Italian politicians arrived Mon­ 
day night and was hosted at a 
reception by various Spanish 
opposition politicians. 


South Africa violence continues 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(UPI) - Riot police fired into a 
crowd of about 500 stone- 
throwing blacks who attacked 
their vehicle, killing two of 
them, police said today 
At least 26 Africans have 
been killed and more than IOO 
injured in fighting that started 
Christmas between black m ili­ 
tants and migrant workers 
from the Baca tribe. 
Until late Monday the clashes 
were confined to the adjoining 
African suburbs of Nyanga and 
Gugulethu, about five miles 
southeast of Cape Town 
But police said around mid­ 
night Monday, bells sounded 
throughout the nearby Mack 
suburb of Langs and 40 minutes 
later a crowd of about 500 
youths started stoning police 
vehicles Police opened fire on 
the blacks, killing two persons 
A police spokesman today 


said riot squads fired Mrdshot 
on several occasions during the 
weekend to try and separate the 
fighting groups in the other two 
townships. 
The violence erupted Christ­ 
mas Day when the militants 
tried to force the tribesmen — 
migrant workers from eastern 
Cape Province — to call off 
Christmas celebrations as a 
sign of mourning for the 400 vic­ 
tim s of antigovernm ent 
dem onstrations this year, 
police said 
Township officials said dur­ 
ing weekend battles at least 180 
houses and 14 vehicles were 
wholly or partly destroyed. 
A police spokesman said rein­ 
forcements would be flown to 
Cape Town later in the day to 
help keep the peace in the black 
areas. 
By early today, police said 
the situation was quiet in the

steady influence and restore the trust of 
foreign investors. 
But that will be only the merest start. 
The solution of the problem of endemic 
poverty, disease and illiteracy is 
nowhere in sight. While statistics here 
mean little, it is a rough guess that 40 per 
cent are unemployed or underemployed 
to a degree that means less than a sub­ 
sistence wage. Stability in the face of 
this explosive mix, with terrorism and 
violence at a minimum, is a kind of 
miracle. 
The gap between the rich and the poor 
in Mexico is as great as in almost any 
other country. The private mansions and 
the luxury hotels in resorts such as 
Acapulco and Porto Vallarta are in 
dramatic contrast to the bare existence 
of the landless peasantry and the ghettos 
of the cities. Despite the alarmist 
reports of recent weeks, Acapulco is said 
to be entirely sold out for over the com­ 
ing holidays. 
Basic to all of Mexico’s problems is 
the fantastic increase in population. It 
may be as high as 3.6 or 3.7 a year. Quite 
possible the growth rate exceeds that 
anywhere in the world not excluding the 
Far East. 
Not long after he came to power for 
the constitutionally limited single six- 
year term, Echeverria initiated family- 
planning clinics. But they have had little 
or no effect on the ever-rising tide of 
mouths to feed. Religion and the deep 
encrustation of habit are not overcome 
in a few years with a random and half­ 
hearted effort. 
Mexico has in recent years been in­ 
creasingly a food importer and that is 
part of the dilemma of land distribution. 
L a r g e - s c a le 
a g r ic u lt u r e , 
the 
agribusiness of the United States for ex­ 
ample, is far more productive than the 
small plots of the peasantry. Breaking up 


the present system on any considerable 
scale would certainly mean a drop in 
production and the need to spend more 
scarce foreign exchange money for food. 
In the past Mexico has seen bloody 
revolutions. The present one-party 
system has seemed to work effectively, 
for all its deficiencies. But there is no 
guarantee for the future. As a Mexican 
who knows both his country and the 
world from long experience said to me 
not long ago: 
“What would you feel about the ex­ 
istence of another Cuba with 55,000,000 
people just across your southern 
border?” 


A sobering thought, it cannot merely 
be dismissed. Marxism is an infection 
that spreads through the mass Univer­ 
sity of Mexico. If the young B.A.s and 
M.A.s do not find jobs, they will turn to 
revolution. Echeverria paid a fraternal 
visit to Cuba and the relationship has 
been close. 


In the mid ’60s economic progress in 
Mexico was substantial. More than 
600,000 tourists each year flowed in from 
the United States The country has so 
much to offer in historic beauty and in 
climate. But the population increase has 
done much to wipe out this progress. 
A bonanza was the large-scale oil dis­ 
covery in the South. That has helped to 
ease the pressure on foreign exchange 
and Mexico has the potential of becom­ 
ing a substantial oil exporting nation. 
By the end of this century the popula­ 
tion estimate, even though the current 
rate of increase could be greatly curbed. 
is put at 100,000,000. That is a fantastic 
figure, accentuating the push of illegal 
entries across the border on the North. 
Inescapably Mexico’s problem is the 
problem of Big Brother and there can be 
no dodging it.

Kissinger 


WASHINGTON - Not all of Henry 
Kissinger’s papers will be donated to the 
Library of Congress. He will withhold 
from history the transcripts of his 
telephone conversations. 
They are now locked in a CIA-style 
safe on Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller’s estate. 
A spokesman explained that Kissinger 
obtained an opinion 
from the State Depart­ 
ment legal office last 
January that the 
“secretarial notes” of 
his telephone conver­ 
sations are personal. 
The spokesman didn’t 
mention that the 
notes, for the most 
part, consisted of ver­ 
batim transcripts. 
During the Nixon 
years, 
Kissinger’s 
White House office 
contained two tiers of 
tape recorders, ac­ 
cording to sources 
familiar with the 
layout. In each tier 
were three recorders armed with half­ 
hour cylinders. Thus Kissinger could 
tape three hours of telephone talk 
without changing cylinders. 
All telephone calls, including his con- 
versations with presidents and 
girlfriends alike, were recorded. Two of 
the four secretaries in the anteroom 
adjoining his office spent most of their 
time transcribing the conversations. 
Kissinger told us that only official 
calls were transcribed. He kept the 
transcripts, he explained, so he would 
know exactly what was said. This is im­ 
portant in diplomacy, he said, in order to 
prevent inaccuracies and misunder­ 
standings. All the tapes were destroyed, 
he added. 
When Kissinger moved to the State 
Department, the use of tapes had 
become sensitive. So he relied on his 
secretaries, listening on an extension, to 
take down the conversations in 
shorthand. 
Kissinger told us he intended to use the 
transcripts merely to revive his recollec­ 
tions when he writes his memoirs. He 
will not quote directly from the 
transcripts, he said. 
He has hired his personal assistant, 
Peter Rodman, to help him assemble the 
documentation for his memoirs. Kis­ 
singer has received several offers from

DESERT SONG: The desert lands of 
southern California hold many fragile 
secrets. It is ageless country, rugged and 
scrubby, a spectrum of browns and pur­ 
ples. Underfoot, the soil is tawny and 
acrid; footprints from hundreds, even 
thousands of years ago can still be iden­ 
tified. 
They remain unmolested on the empty 
desert, preserved by the dry, still air. 
They can be found among the stunted, 
woody shrubs, which themselves are 
some of the oldest living plants on earth. 
Yet federal officials have allowed 
motorcycles, jeeps and dune buggies to 
invade the desert. Permits have been is­ 
sued for at least two desert races — one 
a free-for-all motorcycle race; the other 
a hare-and-hound race. 
Under the law, an environmental 
analysis is supposed to be made before 
such events are authorized. Yet both 
races had been held before the en­ 
vironmental analyses had been com­ 
pleted. 
Other desert events have been 
authorized, including a treasure hunt for 
a case of Canadian Club whiskey in the 
foothills of the Avawatz Mountains. A 
caravan of jeeps and dune buggies was 
admitted to the Kelso Dunes. Both are 
protected areas. 
The Bureau of Land Management also 
wanted to develop motorcycle courses in 
the Mojave Basin, which would mean 
clearing out small trees and scrubs. 
BLM aides were instructed to take 
representatives of the American Motor­ 
cycle Anociation into the Mojave Basin 
to choose a course, although regulations 
prohibit motorcycle racing in this area. 
A confidential BLM memo, sipted by 
18 specialists, asserts that these 
encroachments have been permitted by 
the agency charged with protecting the 
desert. As a result, precious desert 
resources have been destroyed in viola­ 
tion of the National Environmental 
Policy Act, according to the memo. 
Fifteen per cent of the protected 
desert is so badly managed, according to 
the memo, that it is no longer useable 
even as a recreation site. “Some areas 
are now so degraded," the memo states, 
“that the motorcyclists themselves find 
them unappealing." 
The memo also describes “growing 
discontent" among the staff, which is

He said that violators hadn’t been 
controlled firmly because, until October, 
the BLM had no law enforcement 
authority. 
Even with the new authority, he said, 
the enforcement can’t be implemented 
for at least a year. He had no comment 
on charges that the agency had violated 
federal law, he said, since those charges 
are under investigation. 
Footnote: BLM sources told our 
reporter Terri Mendenhall that BLM 
management hadn’t responded “in any 
substantial way" to the memo. The 
managers merely called a two-day 
“communications workshop," which the 
sources described as “putting a Band- 
Aid on a leper."

Sources in county administration tell 
me that a woman appeared in the County 
Clerk’s office the other day, asked for a 
set of nominating papers and when told 
she would have to disclose the name of 
the person for whom she was taking out 
the papers, turned and left the office. 
There was no indication, then or now, 
who may have been the ninth potential 
candidate. 
There was a time, not too many years 
ago when it was common practice for 
candidates to remain anonymous until 
the last minute as a campaign ploy. 
They’d have someone take out the papers 
for them and after canvassing the pos­ 
sibilities of voter support file the papers 
and formally enter the race. If voter 
strength seemed to be Lagging, the in­ 
dividual could drop out, still anonymous. 
Today, a candidate must lay his good 
name and his intent on the line early. 
In other ways, however, It’s easier to 
be a candidate. There’s no filing fee any 
more and no list of signatures is 
required. The only cost initially and only 
for those who want it, is $127.50 to pay 
for the inclusion of biographical material 
along with the sample ballot that is 
mailed out to registered voters. 
Voters will go to the polls on March 8. 
In many respects, too, candidates have 
an easier time becoming known. The 
Record news columns have already 


named the eight potential candidates 
several times and other forums will ac­ 
celerate the publicity as time passes. I 
keep saying potential because some of 
the candidates had not yet filed their 
papers Monday, and until they do, all this 
is academic. 


Linda Mot, an attorney in the state At­ 
torney General’s office in Los Angeles, 
said Monday her office was still discuss­ 
ing the pros and cons of proposals by the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board to 
file a complaint for the assessment of 
damages against Lompoc Utility Ser­ 
vices for polluting the Santa Ynez River 
in September The courts would have to 
decide whether to fine the company and 
if so, how much. 
Readers may recall the state alleged 
the pollution and the company conceded 
the charge. Only question to be settled 
was the nature of the culpability and 
whether it merited a fine.
